SOME IMPROVEMENT 


The lot of the seamtresses in Chinatown garment Shops 
have improved some，according to 3a SUIVey of 72 Wo- 
men conducted by interne Rudolf Kao，a San Fran- 
cisco _ State College _ student，for the Human Rights Com- 
niission in San Franclsco, 

Of the 72 women interviewed，84.5% were covered 
by medical and health insurance. IThe wage level had 
increased with some 16.5$% reporting an income of 
oveI 3$4.000. 

The survey punctured the myth that a horde of chil- 
dren are brought to the Shops while the mothers are 
working. Another note of significance is that less of 
the Workers were newcomers. Only 13% have been here 
two years OFT less. 

More encouraging is the fact that the garment WOIK- 
ers are _ more willing to _ be interviewed,and comment 
on working conditions，. 

Despite these progress，almost 507 of the garment 
Workers_earned less than $3,000: last year. TIhis is less 
than the poverty minimum set by the federal govern- 
mentClearly much improvement is needed.

They need not have prepared 
Speeches;i their presence alone 
should be sufficient enough for 
leaving an unmistakable impres- 
sion of community feelings. 

It is important to provide Cha- 
nese students with teachers to 
whom they can relate meaning- 
fully. Many a Hong 玉 Kong-born 
mother or father 1s dependent 
upon the schools for help in work- 
ing effectively with the academic 
and emotional difficulties of their 
children.

NAACP files plan 
for Integration 


The NAACP filed with the U.S. 
District Court last Thursday a plan 
for substantially total integration 
of San Francisco schools， 

The proposal would make exten- 
Sive use of cross town busing. 

Unlike the plan filed by the San 
Francisco School 'district，which is 
fighting the court's integration or- 
der，the NAACP proposal meets 
the specifications of Judge Stanley 
Weigel for each school to approxi- 
mate district-wide racial averages. 


NARROW RANGE 

The NAACP plan keeps all 
schools within five percent of dis- 
trict racial averages， 

It also seeks 3a Socio-economic 
Imixture of students，and goups 
Schools into six zones in which 
academically distinguished schools 
are combined with those of low 
achievement. 


COMPLEXES BROKEN 

Chinatown schools，as in the 
district's proposals, are integrated， 
but under the NAACP plan the 
students would be bused even fur- 
ther. 

The Richmond and yet-to-be- 
ppened Park-South complexes are

It's a fact that in many areas of 
human services，Chinatown resi- 
dents had been short-changed for 
a long time, Is it still true? The 
author states that the purpose of 
the survey “is to _ point out those 
areas Where all levels of govern- 
ment，federal，state and local 
have. currently responded to the 
needs of the Chinatown commu- 
nity. . . .7” 

What's significant is that of the 
43 agencies listed, 26 started their 
operations in the community oniy' 
as recently as 1966. And 10 in the 
26 commenced service only since 
1970. 

The Economic Opportunity Act 
of 1964 has certainly led to the 
creation of many of the new 
Social agencies, 

One must rernember that the 
Immigration and Nationality Act 
of 1965 boosted the city's Chi- 
nese Population from 40,000 to 
70,000. The demand for services 
js ever-increasing-

NEW YORK 一 For the first time 
since it began taking polls on the 
subject, the Louis Harris organiza- 
tion has announced that aplurality 
of Americans favor admission of 
Communist China to the United 
Nations. 

Results of the poll disclosed 48 
Per cent in favor of admission, 27 
Per cent against，and the other

count was against admission by 54 
to 32 in 1968 and 73 to 10 in

atrophy. Bertrand 有 Russell 


remarked once that,“it ialways 
in the nature of imperialism that 
the citizens of the imperial power 
are always among the last to 
know 一 or care 一 about the 
circumstances in the colonies.7” 


ECOLOGICALEFFECTS 

Perhaps visual overkill has 
already muted the American 
conscience， but the jlatest 
evidence of the long-term 
ecological effects of America?s 
Systematic policy of 
technological warfare on the 
peoples，cultures and environs of 
Indochina will convince those 
knowledgeable on the war not to 
relax their vigilance. 

Among the least understood， 
yet perhaps most devastating 
aspects of the war in Indochina 
has been ，the indiscriminate 
application of ”biochemical 
warfare (CBW) on the civilian 
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populations of Vietnam. With the 
publication of Bary Weisberg's 
“Ecocide in Indochina: The 
Ecology of War”by the Bay Area 
Institute， ouUr worst fears are 
confirmed . 


HIDEOUS RAMIFICATIONS 


Weisberg's study ”compiles 


graphic evidence of the hideous 


ramifications of saturation 
bombing， forced Urbanization， 
“food denial” programs and 
defoliation 一 the most exhaustive 
account available to date 一 
waged by American technology 
on Indochina. Yet numerical 
figures alone do not make this 
account alarming; the long term 
ecological implications for 
Southeast Asia and an entire 
generation of people constitute 
the real horror. 

“Ecocide,”Weisberg contends， 
“is the premeditated assault of a 
nation and its resources against 
the individuals， _ culture and 
biological ， fabric of another 
country and its environs.”Yet, as 
Weisberg “points out， it is 
impossible to restrict our pPUrVview 
to _ the conventional lexicon of 
“limited warfare.”“The ascribed 
limits of national conflict,” he 
goes on, “do not apply to the 
Overarching natural interface of 
environmental ， Systems， With 
“ecological warfare” national 
confrontations become gcbal 
SUIViVval issues.” 


SHIFT IN MILITARY THINKING 


The _ fundamental shift “ 训 
American military ”thinking 
evolved between the Eisenhower 
and Kennedy administrations 一 
namely the shift from a strategy 
of “massive retaliation” and 
nuclear “deterence to the 
innovation Of global 
counterinsurgency. The 
methodology of counter- 
insurgency Signaled not only a 
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“THE BOMBING 


change in military strategy，but 
also introduced into the picture 
an ,entirely new concept of 
expertise in the deployment of 
men and technology. 

The leading proponents of the 
change included none other than 
the ubiquitous coterie of New 
Frontier pragmatists and 
presidential advisors， Such as 
Maxwell Taylor，Walt Whitman 
Rostow， MecGeorge Bundy， 
Robert McNamara and, of course， 
Henry KRissinger. 

The extent .of governmental 


and ，civilian involvement 一 
including universities， 
counterinsurgency reSearch 


institutes， private business and 
foundations 一 was foreshadowed 
by Gen. William Westmoreland on 
Oct. 14, 1969, when he spoke of 
the necessity of “military-industr- 
ial-academic-scientific 
coOoperation” for counterinsur- 
gency warfare in Vietnam. 


SUBSEQUENT ROLES 


The subsequent roles of the 
IDA  _ (Institute for Defense
